AN ACT 

TO REGULATE THE ISSUING OF PATENTS. 

Be it Enacted by the King and the Legislative Assembly of the- 
ffawaiian Islands, m the Legislature of the Kingdom Assem- 
bled: 

Section X. Ail patents ehall be issued in the name of 
. HiB Majesty tiie King, under tlie Seal of the Interior Depart- 
ment, and shall be signed by tlie Minister of Interior and 
countersigned by the Commissioner of Patents, and they 
shall be recorded together with the specifications in the 
oiHce of the Interior Department in books kept for the pur- 
pose. 

Section 2. Every patent shall contain a short title or 
description of the invention or discovery, correctly indicat- 
ing its nature and design, and a grant to the patentee, his 
heirs or assigns for the term of ten" years, of the exclnsive 
right to make, use and vend the invention or discovery 
•Amended to read "flrteen," Act 27, Lawa of 1898. 
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tliroiiKliout the Hawaiian Islands, referring to the syecifica- 
tion for the particulars thereof. A copy of the specifications 
and drawings shall he annexed to the patent and he a part 

thereof. 

Section X Any person who has invented or discovered 
any new and useful art, machine, manufacture, process or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof not known or used by others in this country, and not 
patented (or described in any printed publication) in this or 
any foreign country before his invention or discovery thereof, 
may, upon payment of the fees required by law, and other 
due proceedings had, obtain a patent therefor. Provided, 
however, that any person who has invented or discovered 
any new and useful art, machine, manufacture, process or 
composition of mutter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, and has received a patent or patents therefor from 
any foreign government rnay also obtain a patent therefor in 
this country as provided above, unless the thing patented has 
been introduced into public use in the Hawaiian Islands for 
more than one year prior to the application for a patent. 
But every patent granted tor an invention which has been 
previously patented in a foreign country, shall be so limited 
that it shall not continne longer than tlie time of the expira- 
tion of such foreign patent, or if there are several foreign 
patents, it shall not continue longer than the time of the 
expiration of the one with the shortest unexpired term, and 
in no case shall it be in force more than ten" years. 

Section 4. Before any inventor or discoverer shall receive 
a patent for his invention or discovery he shall apply tliere- 

•Amende<1 to read uiteen." Act 27, Laws of 1896. 
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for in writing to the Minister of Interior, and sliiill file in 
the oflice of the Interior Department a written desi'vijition of 
the same and o-f the manner and pvocens of makiiiji, coin- 
pounding and using it, in clear, concise and exact terms anil 
in case of a machine he shall exphiin the ]>rinri])1e thereof 
and of the manner in which he has applied that principle so 
as to distinguish it from otlier inventicms, and he shall par- 
ticularly point out and distinctly claim the part, improveuient 
or combination which lie claims aa his invention or discoveiy. 
When the nature of the case admits of drawiiijis the aiijili- 
cant shall furnish them as set forth in Sectiim '2. When the 
invention or discoTery is of a composition of matter, the 
applicant shall furnish a specimen of ingredients and of ttie 
composition, sufficient in quantity for the purpose of exjieri- 
ment. In all cases which admit of representation by model, 
the applicant shall, if required, furnish a model of convenient 
siite to exhibit advantageously tlie several parfs of his inven- 
tion. 

Section 5. The applicant shall make oath that lie be 
lieyes himself to be the original and first inventoi' ov dis- 
coverer of tlie art, machine, (iiannfactui-e, <'omi)oniti.)n or 
improvement for which he solicits a patent, and that be does 
not know or believe tliat the same wan <'ver before known or 
used, and shall state of what country he is a citixen. 

Skctiok 6. On filing of any such application and the |tay- 
ment of the fees required by law. the Commissitmer <if I'alenls 
shall examine the alleged new invention w discovery, and 
if upon such examination it shall appear that the claimant 
is justly entitled to a patent under the law and that the same 
is suflfleientiy useful and important, ho shall report accord- 
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iiigly to the Minister of Interior, who shall cause a patent 
to be issued therefor. 

Section 7. Any person who malies any new invention or 
diseovery, and desires further time to mature the same, may 
on payment of the fees required by law, file in the Interior 
Department a caveat setting forth the design thereof and its 
distinguishing characteristics, and praying protection of his 
right until he shall have matured the invention. Such caveat 
shall be preserved in secrecy and shall be operative for the 
tenn of one year from the flling thereof. 

Section 8. The CommissioBer of Patents shall be ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Interior and shall examine and 
report on all applications for patents and shall receive for 
such services a fee of twenty dollars for each application ex- 
amined and reported by him, which fee sliall be paid by the 
applicant in advance. In addition to this fee the following 
fees shall be charged all applicants for patents, upon filing 
each original application for a patent, live dollars; and upon 
issuing a patent,'flTe dollars; and five dollars shall be charged 
for the flling of a caveat. 

Section II. This Act shall take effect and become a law 
from and after its publication, and "An Act to amend Sec- 
tion 255 and 256 of the Civil Code, and add a new Section to 
the Civil Code to be numbered Section 256a," approved the 
twenty-second day of June, A. D. 1S08, ia hereby repealed.

TO AMEXD AN" ACT TO HECJULATK TIIK IWSriX<-i 
OF PATENTS, APPROVED THE TWEXTV-NIXTK 

DAY OP AUOUKT, 1884. 

Be it Enacted by the King and the heijislnture of the. Hawaiiati 
Kingdom: 

Section 1. That the said Act shall be ainfinlpd by the ad- 
dition tliereto of Ave new Sections, to be immbercd Scrtions 
10, 11, 12, 13 and 14, to read as follows; 

"Section 10. The Commlsaionei' of Patpnts is hcn'l>v au- 
thomed to administer oaths for all purposes connected wilh 
the business of his office. 

"Section 11. If, upon the examination of anv application 
for a patent, the Oonimiasioner of Patents shall make a report 
advCTse to the applicant, he shall fnrnish to tlie applicant, or 
his attorney, a written statement of his reasons for such re- 
port, and the applicant may thereupon amend his application, 
or, within ninety days tliereafter, may ajipeal to the Supreme 
Court in Banco; and, if such apjical shall be miid<', said aji- 
plicant shall file in the office of the Minister .if tin- Iiili'rior, 
at least twenty days before the hearing by said Coiu't, his 
reasons for appeal, siieciflcally set forth in writing, and gm; 
to the said Minister of the Interior at least ten days' notice- 
of the time and place of such hearinf;- 

"Section 1^. Tlie Court shall hear and deteniiine such 
appeal, and shall file in the office of the Minister of the 
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Interior a. certificate of its decision, and such decision shall 
determine the furtlier proceedings in the case. 

"If such decision he in favor of the applicant, fhc Minister 
of the Interior shall cause to be issaed the patent applied 
for, or ench modification thei'eof as shall be decided by said 
Court. 

"Section i:i. Damages for the infringement of any patent 
may be recovered, by action on tlie case, in the Supreme 
Conrt, in the name of the party interested. And the party 
aggrieved shall also have his remedy, aecordin}^ to the course 
of equity, to enjoin such infringenieni, and to recover com- 
pensation therefor. 

"Section 14. The term infringement, as used in this Act, 
is defined to mean the making, using or vending of any 
patented article without the written consent of the owner of 
the patent thereon, or of his agent, authorised to grant such 
consent." 

Skction 2. This Act sltall take elTect from and after the 
date of its approval.

Be it Enacted hy (/«■ Legislaiim: of the Reimhlw of llairuii: 

Section 1. That Seotion 2 of an A.-t cntidc-d "An Aot to 
r«»s«late the issiiiiiK of Pak-nts," sipprovcd Aiifjiist 2!t, 1884, 
is hereby amended by striliinfi ont the woi-d "ten" and ins^^rt- 
ing in its place the word "fifteen," ro tliat said S<'cliini aB 
amended shall read as follows: 

"Section 2. Every patent shall contain a slioi't 1ille or 
descri|ition of the invention or discovery, correeMy iuditrating 
its nature and desifjn, and a grant to the patentee, Uiw heirs 
or assigns, for the term of fifteen years, of the exehisive right 
to make, use and vend the invention or discoveiy throiiglnnit 
the Hawaiian Islands, referring to the Hpeci flea t ions for the 
particulars thereof. A copy of the specifications and drawings 
shall be annexed to the patent and he a ])ai'l (liei'i-of:" 

SecrroN 2. That Section :i of an Act entitled "An Act to 
regulate the issuing of Patents," approved Angust lil), 1884, 
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is hereby amended by atriking out tlie word "ten" and insert- 
ing in its place the word "fifteen," so that said Section as 
amended shall read as follows: 

"Section 3, Any person who has invented or discovered 
any new and uaefnl art, machine, manufacture, process or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof not known or used by others in this country, and not 
patented (or descriijed in any printed publication) in this or 
any foreign country before his invention or discovery thereof, 
may, upon payment of the fees required by law, and other 
due proceedings had, obtain a patent therefor. Provided, 
however, that any person who has invented or discovered any 
new and useful art, machine, manufacture, process or com- 
position of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, and has received a patent or patents therefor from 
any foreign government, may also obtain a patent therefor 
in this country as provided above, unless the thing patented 
has been introduced into public use in the Hawaiian Islands 
for more than one year prior to the application for a patent. 
But every patent granted for an invention which has been 
previously patented in a foreign country, shall be so limited 
that it shall not continue longer than the time of the ex- 
piration of such foreign patent, or if there are several foreign 
patents, it shall not continue longer than the time of the 
expiration of the one with the shortest unexpired term, and 
in no case shall it be in force more than fifteen years." 

Section 3. That a new section to said Act, as amended by 
the Act entitled "An Act to amend an Act to regulate the 
issuing of Patents," approved June 23rd, 1888, he added, to 
be called Section 15. 

"Section 15. Whenever any patent is inoperative or in- 
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valid, by reason of a defective or insufBeient apeciflcation, or 
by reason of the patentee claiming as his own invention or 
discovery more than he had a right to claim as new, if tlie 
error has arisen by inadvertance, accident or mistake, and 
without any fraudulent or deceptive intention, the Minister 
of the Interior shall, on the surrender of such patent and 
the payment of the same fees required by law upon the issue 
of an original or first patent, cause a new patent for the same 
invention, and in accordance with the corrected si)ecification, 
to be issned to tlie patentee, or, in the case of his death, or of 
an assignment of the whole or any undivided jiart of the 
original patent, then to his executors, administrators, or as- 
signs, for the unexpired part of the term of the original pat- 
ent. Snch surrender shall take effect apon the issue of the 
amended patent. The Minister of the Interior may, in his 
discretion, upon demand of the applicant, and upon payment 
of the same or first fee required to he paid on the issuing of 
a patent, cause several patents to be issued for distinct and 
separate parts of the thing patented. The specifications and 
claim in every such case shall be subject to revision and re- 
striction in the same manner as original applicati(ms are. 
Every patent so re-issued, together with the corrected speci- 
fication, shall have the same elfect and operation in law, 
on the trial of all actions for causes thereafter arising, as if 
the same had been originally filed in such corrected form; 
but no new matter shall be introduced into the specification, 
nor in case of a machine patent shall the model or drawings 
be amended, except each by the other, but when there is 
neither model nor drawing, amendments may be made upon 
proof satisfactory to the Minister of the Interior, that such 
new matter or amendment was a part of the original in- 
vention, and was omitted from the specification by inadvert- 
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aiice, accident, or mistake, as aforesaid. Upon the filing of 
any surh application for a re-issue with the Minister of the 
Interior, the same examination shall he had as is provided liy 
Section 6 of the "Act to Regulate the issuing of Patents," ap- 
proved August 29th, 1884." 

Section 4. That a new Section to said Act, as amended by 
the Act entitled "An Act to amend an Act to regulate the 
issuing of Patents," approved June 23rd, 1888, be added, to 
be called Section 16. 

"Section 16. Patents may be granted and issued and re- 
issued to the assignee of the inventor or discoverer, but the 
assignment must first be filed in the office of the Minister of 
the Interior. And in all cases of an application by an assignee 
for tlie issue of a patent, the application shall be made, and 
the specification signed as provided by law by the inventor 
or discoverer. And in all cases of an application for a re- 
issue of any patent, the application must be made, and the 
corrected specification signed by tlie inventor or discoverer, 
if he is living." 

Section 5. Tliis Act shall take effect from the date of its 
approval.

That from unil id'tt.'i- tlie date <i[ the imssatte nf 
this Act the author of any map. book, cliai't, musical compo- 
sition, print, cut, engraving, photopraph, painting, drawing «r 
statue, or the author of any model, or dcsigu, intended to be 
perfected and completed as a worl; of Ihc fine arts, or the 
heirs, executors or administrators of a deceaned autlior 
thereof, may procure a certificate of <'0|iyi'iglil IliiM-efor in the- 
manner hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. Before anvonc shall receive a i-eililicate of 
copyright, an application tlicrefo]' sliall hv filed in Hie ollice 
of the Minister of the Interior, veriticil liy oath of the api)li- 
cant, tliat such a]ipli(*ant is the original and first aulhor of 
the map, hool;, chart, musical comjiosition. iirinl. cut. engrav- 
ing, pliotograph, painting, drawing, stain.', niod.'l or design, 
intended to be perfected and coinjdeted as a work of the flno 
arts, upon which a certificate of coiiyi'ight is applied for, or 
if such application shall be made by the legal r<-pr.'scntative 
of a deceased antiior, such repreKenlative shall make oalh 
that he believes that the said deceased antiior was the origi- 
nal and first author of the said map. book, .harl, musical 
eomposition, jirint, cut. engi'aving. pliotograph. painliiig, 
drawing or statue, or the model or design intended to be 
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perfected and completed as a work of tlie fine arts, and such 
applicant shall state o-f what country he is a citizen. Such 
application shall be accompanied by said oath, and by a copy 
of the said map, book, chart, musical composition, print, cat, 
engraving, photograph, painting, drawing, or statue, or the 
model or design intended to be perfected and completed as a 
work of the fine arts, if the same shall have been published, 
or, if the same shall not have been published, a copy of the 
title thereof. All such copies shall be preserved in the De- 
partment of the Interior, and all such titles shall be recorded 
in a book, to he kept for that purpose, in said Department. 
If the said map, book, chart, mnsical composition, print, cut, 
engraving, photograph, painting, drawing, or statue, or, if the 
said model or design, intended to be perfected and completed 
as a work of the fine arts, shall not have been published at 
the time of tiling said application, the person or persons mak- 
ing said application shall, in order to the validity of the cer- 
tificate of copyright, provided in Section 4 of this Act, deliver 
or cause to be delivered to the Minister of the Interior, a copy 
of sucli map, book, cliart, musical composition, print, cut, 
engraving, photograph, painting, drawing, or statue, or of the 
model or design intended to be perfected and completed as a 
work of the fine arts, within one month after the publication 
thereof in tliis Kingdom. 

i^ECTioN 3. Upon filing such application the applicant shall 
pay to Ihe Minister of the Interior a fee of five dollars. 

Skction 4. T'pon the filing of sucli application so accom- 
panied, and the payment of such fee, the Minister of the In- 
terior shall cause to be issued to tlie applicant a Certificate 
of (Copyright, under the seal of the Department of the In- 
terior, gnnitidf; to liiiti and to his heirs, executors, iuhniuis- 
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trators and assigns the exclusive right to print, re-print, 
publish, use and vend the said map, booli, chart, nmsical com- 
position, print, cut, engraving, photograph, painting, drawing, 
or statue, or the said model or design intended to be perfected 
and completed as a work of the fine arts, thvniighont the 
Hawaiian Kingdom, for the term of twonty years fi'om the 
date thereof. 

Section 5. No person shall maintain an aotion for the in- 
fringement of his copyright, unless he shall give notice there- 
of by inserting in each copy of his map, book, chart, musical 
composition, print, cut, engraving, photograph, painting, 
drawing, or statue, or in hia model or design, intended to be 
perfected and completed as a work of the fine arts, on the 
title page, or on the page immediately following it, if il be a 
book, or if a map. chart, musical composition, print, cut, en- 
graving, photograph, p.iinting, drawing or statue, or model or 
design intended to be jierfected and completed as a work nf 
the fine arts, by inscribing upon some visible portion thereof, 
or of the substance on which the same shall be mounted, the 
words "Haicaiian Copyrifiht," and the name of th<' pei'soii to 
whom the Oertiflcate of Copyriglit was issued, and its dati\ 
thus: "Hmrmian Coinir'Kjlit hi/ A. H.. ■Jiiiir II). ISHK" 

Sectton 6. In the construction of this Act Ihe w«i'd« 
"print," "cnt." and "engraving.'' shall be api»lii'd only lo 
pictorial illustrations, or works connei'tcd willi (he fine artM, 
and no printw or labels designed to be used fi.r any oiln^r 
artich'S of mfinnfa<'tnrc shall be I't-rtified inidi-f lln- Ciipyi'ight 
Law. 

Section 7. An Act entitled "An Act to Encourage Leani- 
ing in this Kingdom by Se<aii'ing tlic fojiies of ('harts, llaps 
and Rooks to the Authors and I'rojtrictors of such ("'(ipics," 
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approved the thirty-flrst day of December, 18G4, and all otlun' 
laws, and parts of lawa, in eonflict with the provisions of this 
Act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 8. This Act shall take effect from and after the 
date of its approval.

TO TROVIDE FOR THE REGISTRATION OF THINTR. 
LABELS AND TRADE MARKS. 



Be it Enacted bp the King and the Legislature of the Ntitr 



Section 1. Any person or firm or any corporation desiring 
to secure the exclnsive use of any print, label or trade mark 
iDteuded to be attached or applied to any goods or manu- 
factured articles, or to bottles, boxes or packages eontainiug 
such goods or manufactured articles to indicate the name of 
the manufacturer, the contents of the packages, the quality 
of the goods or directions for use, may obtain a cci-tificate 
of the registration of such print, label or trade mark in the 
manner hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. Before anyone shall receive a certificate of the 
registration of a print, label or trade mark, he sluili file in 
the office of the Minister of the Interior an application for 
the registration of such print, label or trade mark with a 
declaration verified by the oath of the applicant; or if the 
application be made by a firm or a corporation, by the oath 
of a member of such firm, or an oflflcer of such corporation, 
that he is or they are the sole or original projirietor or pro- 
prietors, or the assign or assigns of snch proprietor or pro- 
prietors of the goods or manufactured articles for which 
such print, label or trade mark is to be nsed, and describing 
siK'h goods and manufactured articles, and the manner in 
which such print, label or trade mark is to be used. Said 
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application shall be accompanied by two* exact copies of such 
print, label op trade mark. 

Section 3. Upon flling such application, the applicant or 
applicants shall paj to the Minister of the Intftrior a fee of 
flye dollars. 

Section 4. Upon receiving such application so accom- 
panied, and the payment of such fee, the Minister of the 
Interior shall cause the said print, label or trade mark to be 
recorded in a book to be kept for that purpose, and shall 
issue to the applicant or applicants a certificate of registra- 
tion under the seal of the Department of the Interior; and 
Buch certificate of registration shall secure to the applicant or 
applicants the exclusive use of the said print, label or trade 
mark thronghout the Hawaiian Islands for the term of twenty 
years from the date thereof. 

Section 5. This Act shall take effect from and after the 
date of its approval.

CORRESl'ONDENrE. 

1 — All bnsiness with the office should be transacted in 
writing. All action of the office will be based exclusively on 
the written record.

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2 — All letters must be addressed to the Minister of the 
Interior, 

3 — Freight, postage or othfr cliarges on matter sent to tho 
'offlee must be prepaid in full. Otherwise it will not be re- 
ceived. 

4 — The correspondence of the office will be held with the 
applicant, unless he shall have appointed an attorney to rep- 
resent him, or unless he shall have assigned the entire interest 
of his invention, in either of which cases the correspondence 
will be held with such attorney or such j 



5 — A separate letter, should in every case, be written in 
relation to each distinct subject of inquiry or application. 

INFORMATION TO rORRESPONDENTB. 

6— The oflfice cannot respond to inquiries as to the novelty 
of an alleged invention in advance of an application for a 

patent. 

7 — Caveats, and pending applications, are preserved in 
secrecy. No information will be given respecting the filing of 
any caveat or application for a patent without authority from 
the applicant, unless it shall be necessary lo the proper con- 
duct of business before the office. 

8 — After a patent has been issued, the model, specification 
and drawings are subject to general inspection, and copies, 
except of the model, will be furnished on the terms published 
with these rules. 

ATTORNEYS. 

ft — Any person of intelligence and good moral character. 
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may appear as the agf-at or the attorney-iE-f;u't of un iippli- 
cant upon filing a proi>er power of attorney. 

10 — Powers of attorney may be it>voked at any wtasji' of 
the proceedings in a (;ase; and when so revoked, the oftii'o 
will eommunicate directly with the applic-ant oi' siidi othei' 
attorney as he may appoint. The aasijjnee of the entire 
interest may be represented by an attorney of bis own selec- 
tion. 

AT'PLIOAXTS. 

11— -Any person who has invented or discovered any new 
and useful art, machine, manufacture, process or compoaiti<m 
of matter, or any new oi' useful improvement thereof, not 
hnowD or used by others in this country, or described in any 
printed publication before his invention or discovery thereof, 
may upon payment of the fees required by law and other due 
proceedings had, obtain a patent therefor. Provided, also, 
that if such person has received a patent or patents for his 
invention or discovery from any foreign government, he may 
also obtain a patent therefor in this country, unless the 
article patented has been introdnced into puhlir use in the 
Hawaiian Islands for more than one year prior to liis apiTliia 
tion for a patent. 

12— -In case of the invention or discovery bnving been 
previously patented in a foreign country, the patent issued 
in this country shall be so limited that it shall not conlinuo 
longer than the time of the expiration of snch foreign patent, 
or if there is more than one foreign patent it shall not con- 
tinue longer than the time of the expiration of the one with 
the shortest unexpired term, and in no case shall it be in 
force more than ten years. 
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THE APrLICATION. 

13 — Applications for Letters Patent must be made to the 
Minister of the Interior in writing. 

14 — A complete application comprises the petition, speci- 
ficatiOD, oath and drawings, and the model or specimen when 
required, and the first fee of twenty-flve dollars. The peti- 
tion, specification and oath must be written in the English or 
the Hawaiian language. 

15 — No application for a patent will be placed upon the 
files for examination until all of its parts except the model or 
specimen are received, 

THE PETITION. 

16— The petition is a communication dolj signed by the 
applicant, and addressed to the Minister of the Interior, 
stating the name and residence of the petitioner, and request- 
ing the grant of a patent for the invention therein designated 
by name, with a reference to the specification for a full dis- 
closure thereof. 

THE SPECIFICATION. 

17~ The spe<'iflcation is a written description of the inven- 
tion or discovery, and of the manner and process of making, 
constructing, eompounding and using the same,and is required 
to be in such full, clear, concise and exact terras as to 
enable any person skilled in the art or science to which it 
appertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make, construct, compound and use the same. It must con- 
clude with a specific and distinct claim or claims of the part. 
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improvtment or combination wlii(;li tlie applicant reyai'ds as 
Ills invention or discovery. 

18 — The foliowins order of arriinKciitent should be observed 
in framing the si>eciftcations : 

First— Preamble, givinp the name and residence of the 
applicant and the title of the invention; 

Second — General statement of the ohjcci and nali^re of tlie 
invention; 

Third — Brief description of the drawings, showin;^ what 
each view represents; 

Fourth — Detailed deacripti<m ex])!aininf: fully the allej^'cd 
invention, and the manner of conHiniclinjf, practicin};. operat- 
ing and using it; 

Fifth — Claim or claims; 

Sixth — Signature of the inventor; 

Seventh — Signature of two witnesses. 

19 — Where there are drawings the descriptiim will refer 
by figures to the different views, and by letters or figures to 
the different parts. 

20— The spftcifleation must be signed by the inventor or 
hia attorney, and the signature must be attested by !w<> wit- 
nesses. Full names must be given, and all nam<'H. whether of 
applicants or witnesses, must be legibly wrillen. 

21 — All of the papers mnst be written in a fair, legible 
hand, on but one side of the paper, otherwise ilie ofiice may 
require them to be printed. All interlineations and erasures 
must be clearly marked in marginal or foot notes, written on 
the same page. Legal eaji paper, with the lines numbered, is 
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preferable, and a wide margin must be reserved upon tlie 
left hand side of each paye of the specification. 

THE OATH. 

22— The inventor must make oath that he does verily be- 
lieve himself to be the original and first inventor or discoverer 
of the art, machine, manufacture, composition or improvement 
for which he aolieits a patent. That the same has not been 
patented to himself or others with hia knowledge or consent 
in any foreign country, or if the same has been so patented, 
the details of, name, country, date, number and term must be 
given; and that tlie same has not to his linowledge been in- 
troduced into public use in the Hawaiian Islands for more 
than one year; that he does not know or believe that the same 
was ever before known or used, and shall state of what coun- 
try he is a citizen, and his place of residence. 

23 — The oath may be made before any person within tliis 
Republic authorized by law to administer oaths, or when the 
applicant resides in any foreign country, before any Minister, 
Charge d'Affaires, Consul or Commercial Agent, holding com- 
mission un'der the Hawaiian. Government, or before any 
Notary Public in such foreign country, the oath being attested 
in all cases by the proper official seal of the officer before 
whom oath is made. 

When the oath is sworn before any official abroad, other 
than a Hawaiian Consul or Agent, a certificate as lo the 
authority of such official must be obtained from such Consul 
or Agent under his official seal and annexed thereto. 

DRAWINGS. 

24 — The applicant for a patent is required by law to fur- 
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nisli drawings of his invi^ntion where the iiiiture of the case 
admits of it. 

25 — The di'awiiigs must he signed by tlie inventor, or his 
attorney, and attested by two witnesses, and must show every 
feature of the invention covered by claims, 

2(1— The drawings to be in duplicate, one copy on heavy 
parchment, the other eo])y on tracing cloth, tlio drawings to 
be made with india ink of best quality and witli pen only, 
every line and letter must be black. The size of a sheet on 
which a drawing is made should be exactly 10x15 inches, oni> 
inch from its edges a single marginal line to be diiiwn, leaving 
the "sight" 8x18 inches. Within this margin all work and 
signatures must be included, one of the smaller sides of the 
sheet is regarded as its top, and measuring downward from 
the marginal line a space of not less than 1} inches is to be 
left blank for the insertion of Title, Name, Number and Date. 

27 — The scale to which a drawing is made should be large 
enough to show the mechanism without crowding, and more 
than one sheet may be used, if necessary, to accomplish this 
end. Letters and figures of reference should be carefully 
formed, and large enough to be plainly distinguiwlicd. If Ihe 
same part of the invention appears in more than one view 
of the drawing, it must always be represented by tlie same 
character; and the same character must never be used to 
designate different parts. 

28 — No agent's or attorney's stamp, or advertiuement, or 
written address, will be permitted upon a drawing. 

Should the application be found incomplete under the above 
rules and be returned from the Minister of the Interior for 
amendment, the same must he again filed within thirty days, 
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if the applicant is a resident of Ihe Hawaiian Islands, or 
within foui' months if residing in a foreign country; other- 
wise it will be barred, if interfering with anotlier application 
filed during the interval and covering the same invention or 
improvement. 

THE MODEL. 

2!)— A model will not be required as part of the application 
unless on examination of the casie it shall be found to be 
necessary or nsefn); when, if so found, the Commissioner of 
Patenta shall, in writing, notify the applicant, and action in 
the case shall be suspended until a model is furnished, 

30 — The model must clearly exhibit every feature of the 
machine which forms the subject of a claim of invention, but 
should not include other matter than that covered by the 
actual invention or improvement, unless it shall be necessary 
to the exhibition of the invention in a working model. 

31 — The model must be neatly and substantially made of 
durable material, metal being deemed preferable; but when 
a material forms an essential feature of tiie invention, the 
model will be constructed of that material. 

32 — The model must not be more than one foot in length, 
width or height, unless the Commissioner of Patents shall 
admit working models of complicated machines of larger 
dimensions. 

.13 — Models belonging to patented cases will not be taken 
from the office except in the custody of a sworn employee 
especially authorized by the Commissioner of Patents. 
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SPECIMENS. 

Si — When the invention or discoverj is of a. composition of 
matter the applicant shall furnish a specimen of the compo- 
sition and of its injj;redients sufficient in quantity for the 
purpose of experiment, 

35 — In all cases where the article is not pcrishalile a s[te<;i- 
men of the composition claimed, put up in proi>cr form to be 
preserved in the office must he furnished. 

INTERFERENCES. 

36 — An interference is a proceeding instituted for Ihe pur- 
pose of determining the question of priority of invenlion be- 
tween two or more parties clainiinfE substantially the Nimc 
patentable invention or discovery. 

37 — If an application filed appears to elaim substantially 
the same invention for which a caveat has been filed, the Com- 
missioner of Patents will notify the caveator to complete his 
application in three months, and if upon the filing thereof it 
appears to be in conflict an interferen<'e will he declared. If 
the caveator fails to complete his application within the time 
designated, or such further time as for cause shown may be 
granted to him, the Commissioner of Patents will proceed to 
examine the first named application as if tliere were on mveat. 

38 — Each party to the interfei'euco will be re(|uired to llle 
a concise statement under oath sliowiiig the dale of liis 
original conception of the invention, of illustration by draw- 
ing or model, of its disclosure to oHicrs of ils eoiuplelion 
and of the extent of its use. 

39 — Testimonv in such cases iu;iy be taken orally before tiie 
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Commissioner of Patents, at auch time as he may designate, 
or it may be taken by commission according to the forms 
usual in the Courts of the Republic. 

40— After the testimony is closed the case shall be carefully 
examined by the Commissioner of Patents and adjudicated 

upon the proofs presented. 

CAVEATS. 

41 — A caveat under the patent law is a notice given to the 
office of the caveator's claim as inventor, in order to prevent 
the grant of a patent to another for the same alleged invention 
upon an application filed during the life of the caveat, without 
notice to the caveator. 

42 — A caveat may be filed in the Interior Department by 
any person who has made any new invention or discovery, 
and desires further time to mature the same, upon payment 
of the fee required by law. Such eaveat shall be preserved 
in secrecy, and shall be operative for the term of one year 
from the date of filing. 

4S— The caveat must comprise a petition, a specification, 
an oath, and when the nature of the case admits of it, a 
drawing, and must be limited to a single Invention or improve- 
ment. The attest of oath must comply with Rule 23. 

APPEALS. 

44 — Appeal from an adverse report of the Commissioner 
of Patents lies to the Supreme Court in Banco. The Commis- 
sioner of Patents will furnish, through the Minister of the 
Interior, to the applicant or to his attorney, a written state- 
ment of his reasons for such report, whereupon the applicant 
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may amend his application or may, within ninety days after 
eiich written statement is furnished to him or to liis attorney, 
or mailed in the Post-office at Honolulu, addressed to him or 
to his attorney, appeal to the Supreme Court in Banco. 

In ease of appeal the applicant shall file in the office of 
the Minister of the Interior at least twenty days before the 
hearing by said Court, his reasons for appeal specifically set 
forth in writing, and shall give to said Minister at least ten 
days' notice in writing of the time and place of such hearing. 

COPYRIGHT. 

45— A Certificate of Oopynght may he procured hy the 
author of any map, book, chart, musical composition, print, 
cut, engraving, photograph, painting, drawing or statue, or 
the author of any model or design intended to be perfected 
and completed as a work of the fine arts, or by the heirs, 
executors or administrators of a deceased author thereof. 
The words "print," "cut," and "engpa\ing," shall be applied 
only to pictorial illustrations or works connected with the 
fine arts, and no print or lalx^l designed to he us<'d for other 
articles of manufacture shall be cei'tified under the copyright 
law. 

APPLICATION FOE COPYRIGHT. 

4fi — The application for a cerliflcate of copyright is a com- 
munication signed by the applicant and addressed to the Min- 
ister of the Interior, stating that such applicant is the original 
and first author of the article upon which a certificate of 
copyright is applied for, and of what country he is a citizen. 
If application be made by the representative of a deceased 
author, such applicant shall state tliat he is the heir, executor 
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or administrator (as the case may be) of siieli deceased author, 
that lie believes that said deceased author was the original 
and first autlior of the article upon which a certificate of 
copyriffht is applied for, and of what country he — such rep- 
resentative — is a citizen. Such statement shall be verified by 
the oath of the applicant, and accompanied by a copy of the 
article upon which a certificate of copyright is applied for, 
if the same shall have been published; or, if the same shall 
not have been published, a copy of the title thereof. In case 
such article shall not have been published at the time of 
filing the application, a copy thereof shall be delivered to the 
Minister of the Interior within one month after the publication 
thereof in this Republic. The duration of a copyright is 
twenty years. The attest of oath must comply with Rule 23. 

PRINTS. LABELS AND TRADE-MARKS. 

47 — A certificate of the registration of any print, label or 
trademark intended to be attached or applied to any goods 
or manufactured articles, or to bottles, boxes or packages 
containing the same to indicate the name of the manufac- 
turer, the contents of the packages, the quality of the goods, 
or directions for use, may be secured by any person, firm or 
corporation. 

AlM'LinATIOX FOR THK RK(;iWTRATION OF A 
I'RiNT, LAliEL OB TRADEMARK. 

48 — The application for a certificate of registration for a 
print, label or trade-mark is a declaration signed by the ap- 
plicant or applicants and addressed to the Minister of the 
Interior, stating that such .ipplic.int is, or such applicants are, 
the sole and original proprietor or pvoprictora, or the assign 
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, or assigns, of such proprietor or proprietors of tlie sooda or 
manufactured articles for which such print, label or trade- 
mark is to be used, and describing snob poods and manufac- 
tured articles and the manner in wiiii'li siu'li jirint. laliej or 
trade-marl{ is to be used. 

Huch declaration shall be verified by the oath of the appli- 
cant; or, if the application be made by a flrni or a corpora- 
tion, by the oath of a member of such firm or an officer of ancli 
corporation, and accompanied by three* exact copies of such 
print, label or trade-mark. The duration of the rejiistration 
of a print, label or trade-mark is twenty years. The attest of 
oath must comply with Rule 2^. 

ASMKiXMENTS. 

4!) — Every patent, every certificate of copyrinlit and c\i.-ry 
certificate of registi'atioii of a print, label or trademark, or 
interest therein, shall be asRignable in law by an instrument 
in writintc; and the patentee, or his assigns, or h'ttal repre- 
sentatives may, in like manner, grant and convey an exclusive 
right under his ])atent, or his certificate of resignation, to 
the whole or any specified part of the Hawaiian Republic. 
Such assignments must be executed and a^'kuowledged in (he 
same manner which is prescribed by law for conveyances of 
real property, and must be filed for record (in tli<' office of 
the Registrar of Conveyances) within three months after ex- 
ecution.
